which the Brilith rtce. mint iitrvitabiy 
liegenerale. This ditpttaging vittr hai 
been trowed within the colony iterlf . 
w« cannot wonder, therefore, lh»t it 
ihould hare been ■aopkd by non-nti- 
denti. In cerUin of the influential peno- 
diealiof the Britithprrn, Aortrtlii hu 
been rettd for her woo) growing propen- 
sines without mercy. Her inhabilarjlt 
hare been dootned, by thpee pbilo»phicl] 
nnJ moil charitable of critics, to the igno- 
lante, the porerty, the social and moral 
decradttionj of nomadic btrbtritat. 

We preiume to think, however, that 
the doom has been pronounced ■onewhal 
ptcmaturely ; that the conclusion, upon 
which il rtitt hate beta ruhly drawn 
front insuBcitBt pnouttt ; ud thai it 
would hare been more discreet, more ra- 
tional, and more just, lo have deferred 
jadgmeol until thai eery material wit- 
neat, Experience, had given her evidence 
The colony is at yet mush too young in 
years lo he measured by European stand- 
ards. Her population is boo insignifi- 
cant in numbers, and by tar too 
feeble in pecuniary mraul, to he 
equal to the task of solving the 
problem of her latent retourcet. (Jive 
her time to think, to look about her, to 
feel her way, lo try her own attetiglh , 
and then, mayhap, It may be found that 
the flcuce is but* Unll ibtm in the ag- 
gregate of those staples with which her 
soil and climate can repay the industry of 
her people, and enrich the commerce uf 
the wurld. 

Rut even already, the colony of New 
Booth Wales it capable of producing 
something else betid, i iheept' wool. 
Looking at the commodities exported by 
her in the ihre* years, 1844, S, and 0, 
we lind that whilst the aggregata of her 
own pruduce and manufacture! shipped 
from her ports during that period 
amounted to about three milium and a 
half, Ihe wool amounted to less than two 
millions and three -quarters, leaving for 
her other articles of export the goodly 
balance of about three -fourths of a mil- 
lion, or at the rale of a quarter of a mil- 
lion per annum. 

The only one of those years of which 
we poases* offi ial data for diatinguuhlng 
between the elder diet rid of the colony, 
or New South Wales Proper, and the 1 
t-ii-yeat old ii rippling. Port Phillip, Is 
the last. The declared nine of the 1111. 
cles, the pruduce or manufacture of the 
cnlnny, exported in ISlti, discriminating 
between wuol and all oiher commoditi t, 
at follows :
